BANGKOK, Siam, Feb. 6—At the same 
time, and long before the Pilgrim fathers sat 
shivering aiound the famous rock on the 
shores of Plymouth bay, Massachusetts, 
Ayuthia was at the height of its power and 
splendor. 

It was one of the rich capitais of Asia, to 
which traders and travelers of all nations 
came. There were French, English, Dutch, 
Portuguese, Japanese, Armenians, and 
Moors, and, of course, Chinese, living there 
‘at the beginning of the seventeenth century. 
| There was direct trade with Japan, and the 
king's bodyguard was almost entirely com- 
posed of Japanese of the soldier class, whose 
camp and houses, their dress and belongings 
were much admired by the Siamese, 

Mendez Pinto, that supposed “ liar of the 


first magnitude,” whose truthful tales of the 
actual east gave meaning to the word men- 


dacious, visited Ayuthia, and the gorgeous 
east was hustling in those days. The Japa- 
nese were the great sailors and navigators, 


and safled their junks down by one monsoon 


to return by the other. 

The English had then a factory or trading 
post on Hirado island, near Nagasaki, and 
their ships went back and forth from Ayuthia 
to Hirado. frequently, until Jesuit interfer- 
ence caused the closing of Japan to foreign 
trade, save for the one ship a year to the 
“monopoly factory of the Dutch at Nagasaki 

Nill Adams, the English pilot, who lived 
for so many years in Japan almost as a pris- 
omer, although in the government employ, 


from Ayuthia to Japan. 


he Jesuit mission was a large and impor- 
tant one here, with a first medical mission- 
ary added to its staff in 1677, and when,-the 
French bishop of Ayuthia died two years 
later his funeral was attended by all the 
Siamese officials and by foreigners of ten na- 
tions.

When 
Miss Johnston joined Miller they had a short, 
earnest talk, presumably about the minis- 
ter’s decision, then, saying ‘‘ Excuse 
meé,”’ Miller abruptly left the room. 
‘ A few minutes later a pistol shot was heard 
om one of the upper floors. Miller had gone 
to Miss Johnston’s bedroom, pulled down the 
bed clothes, got into bed, and then shot him- 
selfinthe head. 

Miss Johnston became hysterical when: she 
saw the body and it was some time before she 
could be quieted.

CITY WITH BILLBOARDS. 


By a Decision of Judge Chytraus It Is 
the Only Company Able to Act at 
‘Present and City Is Powerless Be- 


Material—Appeal Will Be Rushed if 


The Gunning advertising system is taking 
advantage of Judge Chytraus’ injunction 
against the enforcement of the law by the 
city ‘‘ to turn Chicago into one vast, unsight- 
ly signboard.’’ according to reports received 
yesterday by the corporation counsel. Signs 
boards of every shape and size and every 
kind of material are said to be springing up 
in all parts of the city, especially along resi- 
dence streets. 

Acting Corporation Counsel Sexton admits 
that the situationis alarming, but shows that 
the city can do nothing so long as it is re- 
strained from exercising its police power 
under the decision of Judge Chytraus. After 
hearing the complaints from yarious parts_ 
of the city Mr. Sexton directed that the Ap- 
pellate court, to which an appeal was taken 


by the city, be requested to adivance the case

-P. J. Casey, 495 Austin avenue, was one of

He declared that the west side is becoming 
studdéd with great signs on vacant lots 
and that the work is being rushed night and 
day. Mr. Sexton-declares that this activity 
is evidently in anticipation of a possible ad- 
verse decision to the eompany’s interests in 
the higher court. 

The Gunning system is the only signboard 
company which is free to extend its business 
in the city ‘today. It was soon after the 
passage of the second signboard ordinance 
in 1901 that the American Posting service 
filed a bill to enjoin the enforcement of the 
law in the Superior court. The Gunning 
system followed with similar action. Both 
cases were referred to Master in Chancery 
G. Fred Rush, who found the first ordinance 
valid. A bill of exceptions filed by the Amer- 
jean Posting service was heard by Judge. 
Chetlain, who Sustained those sections of 
‘the ordinance regulating the size, material, 
and location of signs.. He denied the injunc- 
tion. 

. Legislature Defeats City’s Plan. 

The Gunning case was heard by Judge 
Chytraus, who in an ofal opinfon granted the 


lacked the’ power to regulate signs. It is 
true that such power was never conferred 
by the legislature, but the city holds that its. 
police power is sufficient for such regulation. 
An attempt to secure a grant of the neces- 
sary power from the legislature soon after-' 
ward was frustrated by the influence of the 
signboard companies. | 

After this litigation the Thomas Cusack 
company asked a similar injunction, which 
was denied by both Judges Brentano and 
Kavanagh. : 

By an agreement in court the signboard 
companies promised not to extend their sys- 
tems péhding the litigation. -Judge Chy- 
traus, however, did not protect the city by 
exacting a similaragreement. The Gunning 
system, therefore, went ahead erecting sign- 
boards without regard to the regulations laid 
down by the city. The company’s enjoy- 
ment of this sole privilege has brought on 
warfare with fits rivals. 

Billboard Injunction Is Asked. 

One billboard: dispute resulted yesterday 
in the filing of a petition for injunction

HAVE THREE TEST CASES. 


Temporary Cessation in Raiding, 
the Detectives Being Busy 
in Court. 


The “big gamblers’ behind Chicago’s 
pooirooms, those who, except by such an 
accident as happened to “‘ Patsy’ King on 
Thursday, would never be caught in pool- 
room raids, are to be prosecuted before the 
special grand jury which conyenes in: the 
Criminal court tomorrow. 

Evidence believed to be sufficient to indict 
three of them as the actual “ keepers ”’ of the 
handbooks which the police already have 
raided has been prepared by Assistant Chief 
Schuettler. It is believed that King, whose 
transactions with ‘‘ Billy’’ Skidmore, in 
whose place the policy man was arrested, 
have been investigated by the détectives 
since the raid, is one of those for whom in- 
dictment will be sought. : 

**I have ready in three cases the evidence 
that I intend to take before the special jury,’”’ 
said the assistant chief yesterday. “ They 
are in the nature of tes cases and will be 
prosecuted to a decision as fast as possible. 
The results, I expect, will mark the way by 
which racetrack gambling can be beaten in 
Chicago.” |

following the full moon be Easter day; but if the full moon happen on a 
Sunday Easter day shall be the Sunday after.” It was subsequently found: 
that, owing to an error of the meteoric cycle by which Easter was fixed, 
the full moon, though falling on the same day, fell an hour earlier every” 
nineteen years. Then it was that Pope Hilarius, A. D. 463, ordained 
that the Easter moon should be an ideal moon falling on the fourteenth

A“HOOD@O” COIN 


Columbian Half Dollar ‘Conclusive- 
ly Proves ‘Itself ‘a- Harbinger 


HO has it? 
If you possess a Columbian half 
dollar, if you have been carefully 
pocketing it as a souvenir and can 
look back over a trail of incon- 
eeivable hard luck, then_rid yourself of the 
coin and witness your rise into a normal 
condition of life. 


Bomewhere in the United States this Co- 


lumbian half dollar is dealing destruction— 
perhaps death. Those who once. gladly 
touched flesh to it now shiver at the thought 
of its deadly influence and rejoice over their 
escape from an awful fate. For in its time— 
and the story told in the New York Times is 
backed by the words of men who know—it 
has killed the hopes of many men and de-

peHOOL TEACHERS 
- HERE WELL PAID. 


‘Their Salaries Are-Far Above Those. 
| Paid by Any Other _ 
Country. 


MBERICAN school teachers, as com- 
pared with teachers of other coun- 
tries, are paid like bank presidents. 
That may explain in part their repu- 
tation.for being the best teachers. 

Biven the English teachers, who are regard- 
ed by teachers of continental Europe as high 
‘galaried workers, earn much less than the 
American. Differences in conditions, and in 
the cost of living especially, would have to 
be considered, but even, in the light of all 
this the American teacher is the best paidin 


the world. 


In spite of this the American teacher 
Wants an increase in salary in many of the 
large cities—and justly is entitled to it, it is ) 
claimed. 

While the men principals in England earn 
about $650 a year, the women principals earn 
less than. $410, and the woman grade teacher 

about $290. 


Canada Pays Women $4 Weekly. 


In the Canadian country districts few 
“women teachers receive more than $4 a 


week, while itn Toronto and other cities 
' @fter ten years’ service they may earn as 


high as $400 a year. A man principal may 

earn as high as $1,500 in the city districts. 

It must be taken into consideration, however, 

that in Canada‘ the cost of living is lower . 
than in the United States. 

In Belgium a teacher starts with $192, in 
addition to free rent. 
are made with good conduct. The advance 
fs mot rapid, but at the end of five years an 
addition of $20 a year is made; at the end 
of ten years $40; at the end of fifteen $50, 
and after twenty years an addition of $120. 

Although has traced three vic- 
torious -wars to her school teachers, the 
kingdom continues to reward: these services 
with “encomiums,” and not with salary.

Slowly Improving in France. 
French teachers are no better paid than the 
ussian. The French parliament recently 
m® consented to raise the salaries a little, 
mough the increase is to be made gradually 
end it will take four or five years to complete 
the reform. As a beginning it has been de- 
creed that no teachers shall be employed at 
dese than $200 a year. This applies to assiét- 
mnt teachers, and the regular teachers are to 
ve no less than $220. 

Italy is trying to be honest with her school. 
teachers, but parliament has refused thus 


-e@laries remain low, the maximum in the city 
schools being $232. 

“In the Netherlands the state of public edu- 
cation is of a high standard and salaries are 
in harmony with general conditions. There 
is no compulsary religious education in the 
public schools and the state maintains a num- 
ber of richly endowed institutions for the 
education of teachers. No teacher receives 
less than $160. 

Portugal pays ridiculously low salaries, the 
Minimum being $06 and the maximum, in 
ctties like Lisbon and Oporto, $135. 

Norway and Sweden were the first Euro- 
ean countries to pay decent salaries to men 
teachers, but even in these countries the 
services of women are undervalued. Ac- 
cording to the law of 1848, men are paid 
$136 at the start, together with free iodg- 
ings and fuel. From this the salary in- 
@réeases to $800 a year. In addition, in the 
country districts, the teacher is given his 
home free and the maintenance of two cows. 

Austria pays less to teachers than is pafd 

France, and parliament has refused to 
consider the needs of the teachers. The 
‘ighéem salaries in the empire are psid in 
Bohemia, where, by placing an.extra tax 
om beer, the government raised enough 
money. to increase the salary of its teachers.

Fashionable. Nonelties from Paris. 
Fads and Foibles of the Smart Set in the French Capital. 


ARIS, March 23.—It is so much the fad 
here to live out of doors that the fash- 
‘Jomable cafés have been obliged to 
place heaters outside their establish- 
ments, and people sit around them, 
supping their tea or hot lemonade in a really 
picturesque fashion. Naturally this new 
winter habit has been the means of introduc- 
ing new winter fashions, such as the foot 
muff, which madame carries about with her 
like the hand muff, a pretty, amusing affair, 
which she tucks under her arm and trots 
off with whenever she changes place. 

These foot muffs are made of fur and lined 
with cotton batting. They are large, soft af- 
fairs, with an opening on one side for the 
feet to slip into instead of an opening at 
each end, like the hand muff. Some of them 
are ornamented with coquettish bows, with 
tiny sprays of flowers stuck in them. Rib- 
bon handles are often added to make it easy 
to carry them about from the house to the 
carriage or automobile, or from the latter’to 
the restaurant or café.

Child Slavery Not Found Here. 


But this-isn’'t a sermon. It's only an in- 
troduction to an observation that real child 
slavery is not to be found in Chicago—yet, 


pitiful, hideous aspects he must go to Lon- 
don, Paris, or Berlin—but especially to Lom 
don, .and- to the resideng suburbs of that 
great metropolis. Hornsey, for ex- 
ample. 
In Hornsey, a residential neighborhood, 
but not a poor one, there are 570 child slaves. 
Of this number fifteen are between 6 4nd 8 
years of age; seventy-four are between 8 and 
10; 106 between 10 and 12. These children 
deliver milk and bottled beer, polish shoes, 
polish knives, feed ponies, wake up work- 
men, ‘and deliver fish and groceries, 

One boy, aged 12, lathers customers in a 
barber shop from 5 o’clock in the afternoon 
until 10 at night, on Saturday from 8:30 in’ 
the morning until midnight, and on Sun- 
days from 8:30 to 2 p.m. For this work— 
forty-six hours a week—he is paid 36 cents 
a week. 

London Wages Pitifully Small. 

In one London district a census revealed 
the fact that there are 144,000 child slaves, 
and of the number 17,084 receive less than 
12 cents a’week, while nearly 50,000 receive 
between 12 cents and 24 cents a week. 

What do these child slaves of London do? 
Here are some results of a recent investiga- 
tion: 

From the age of 4 tiny children, both girls
